so-called National Council for Industrial Peace, 
an AFL-CIO front for compulsory unionism, 
made Right-toWork an issue in seven states, in 
the hope of defeating candidates and incumbents 
who upheld voluntary unionism. In Indiana, Ntah, 
Kansas, New'Mexico, Vermont, Oklahoma, and 
Virginia, Right-to-Work forees were swept to 
victory. In Delaware, voters elected a governer 
opposed to Right-to-Work while retaining a leg- 
islative majority in favor of it.” 


Putting the results in box-score form, Right- 
to-Work had a 7-0-1 season — that is, it won 
seven contests, lost none, and tied one. That’s 
an impressive record by any standard. If Right- 
to-Work were a football team, it would have 
been a cinch for a major bowl bid! It looks as if 
the American electorate thinks people should 
have freedom of choice when it comes to union- 
ism—just as they have freedom of choice in de- 
ciding to join or not to join other private institu- 
tions and organizations. i

knowledge, through 
the years, stimulating extensive 
research; the ultimate result of 
which makes him an outstand- 
ing authority on the subject. 

One of the many interesting 
features and facts pointed out 
by Mr. Joyner, is that 15 to 18 
species of palms are native to 
the United States. Of this num- 
ber 12 occur in our state; Flor- 
ida. (One in California). Con- 
trary to popular opinion, some 
of the hardy palms сап be 
grown outdoors along the coast, 
as far north as North Carolina 
and Virginia, inland to Arkan- 
sas, as well as the Gulf Coast 
States and in California. Some 
species, as the native “needle 
palm” have been known to sur- 
vive temperatures below zero in 
their more northern habitat. 

Many palms in the juvenile 
state have only grass-like lea- 
ves, and sometime several years 
pass before the adult or “Char- 


acter” leaves are formed. For 
this reason, many  seedling 
palms in yards are destroyed 


in weeding operations because 
they are not recognized. 

Palms are grown primarily 
in the United States, as orna- 
mentals, but have many econo- 


and novelty articles, Indians still 
make thatched roofs of palm 
leaves. Oils extracted from the 
fruits or seeds are used in the 
manufacture of soap, edible prc 
ducts, cosmetics, tin 
thetic rubber and m 
everday items
